Proving Ground for Air Policy 


Korea has turned out to be a proving 

aug for the nation’s air policy. It has 
found wanting. 

The fighting has demonstrated two 

truisms in regard to air power which the

now can hardly ignore. They are that a 
balanced force is necessary to assure a 
strong defense under any conditions and, 
second, that air power alone cannot win 
a war. The ground soldier is the only 
force which can occupy and control terri- 
tory—or retake it from the enemy. 

The public, which in the months before 
June 25 had been sold a bill of goods on 
the obsolescence of the ground soldier, is 
finding it difficult to believe that Ameri- 
can troops are being staggered by one blow 
after another in an area where we have 
complete air superiority—the enemy hav- 
ing practically no planes at all. It is an 
entirely different situation from that en- 
visioned by the over-enthusiasts in the Air 
Force who promoted the idea that air 
power alone could win. 

It is to be hoped that the reaction to 
this disappointment will not swing the 
pendulum of public, and official, sentiment 
too far the other way. Air power is, of 
course, necessary. But the concepts of the 
Defense Department will have to be modi- 
fied. Our greatest weakness is in tactical 
aviation, a failing the Navy and Marine 
Corps—and to some degree the Army— 
long have warned about. 

The Air Force, with the blessings of 
the Defense Department, has stressed stra- 
tegic bombing to the exclusion of every- 
thing else.

Jets 
are too fast and, because of limited endur- 
ance, have too little time over the battle 
area. Jets would be most valuable, how- 
ever, if enemyy air power were to appear. 

There already have been rumblings 
from Washington that defense policy would 
be changed to place greater emphasis on 
tactical aviation. That is the obvious 
course and the change cannot be effected 
too speedily. At the same time strategic 
bombing cannot be shelved. Rather, what 
is needed is to give tactical aviation the 
same emphasis that heretofore has been 
reserved solely, and almost disastrously, 
for strategic bombing.

against the individual but which may do damage to society as 
a whole.” 


Thus does J. Robert Elliott come up with something new 
under the sun—*‘“public libel.” 

And “public libel,” it would seem, would be the label placed 
upon adverse criticism of Herman Talmadge and his stalwarts. 

J. Robert Elliott charged that the newspapers “deliberately 
lied” in an effort to discredit the Talmadge name. 

He favors punitive action against publishers of newspapers 
courageous enough to speak out against the leaders of a political 
machine that is fast developing into a dictatorship, but he said 
nothing about punishing political demagogues who get up before 
political conventions and assail newspapers that are trying to 
serve the interests of the common man of Georgia. 

The State convention, composed solely of ardent supporters

And talking about the boosts in the price of 
oleo, said Senator Aiken, he dropped into a New 
Jersey restaurant the other day where the man- 
agement was foisting it off in the place of butter. 
There was no way for a patron to tell, except by 
taste. This was easy for Seriator Aiken, who 
comes from a state where there are more cows 
than people. 

Sugar’s another thing that needs looking into, 
said Senator Gillette. There’s more sweetening 
on hand probably than ever before, but buying 
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sugar at normal prices is something else again. 
To prove his point he read several telegrams 
fram Iowa, including one. written by W. J. 
McDonald, proprietor of the Grapette Bottling 
Company, of Burlington, Iowa. 

I’ve never tasted Grapette, but I presume it’s 
sweet, like grapes. At least it used to be. Mc- 
Donald wired his Senator that he couldn't buy 
sugar at all, except under the counter. He 
charged that two of the biggest refiners were 
refusing to ship until the price went up and he 
said unless he got some sugar he'd be out of 
business in a matter of days.

The writing that catches my interest this time 
Tree Crops is the comment of J. Russell Smith's “Tree 
Crops Come of Age.” You will recall Russell Smith as the 
daddy of “second-story” farming. It was he who awakened in- 
terest on the part of many farm leaders in the business of com- 
bining fruit and/or nut trees in the pastures with the usual 
grasseS and thereby giving the area a combination of first and 
second-story crops. 

He likes mulberries, honey locusts, certain types of oaks and 
chestnut trees, and points to a number of other trees produced 
throughout the world that make for erosion control and increased 
feed production for livestock and humans. 


I did not know it until now, but Russell Smith is the man who 
interested the TVA in “hill culture” and in John Hershey, now of 
Dowington, Pa., who is doing the outstanding job of furnishing 
seed stock of “second-story” trees to far-sighted farmers and 
pasture men. The TVA deal didn’t work out, but Hershey is 
making his contribution nonetheless. 


Russell Lord, who edits The Land, quotes extensively from 
Smith’s new edition “Tree Crops Come of Age” with understand- 
ing and skill and uses the chapter on chestnuts as one of the 
features. Incidentally, the book is recommended by the Friends 
of The Land editorial board as the “must” for this Summer's 
reading. 


Mast I have just come back from an island where the hogs, 

horses, cattle and many other creatures get their living 
from trees or tree crops. The “mast” (product of oak trees) is 
the number one feed for them. With hogs it is just about the 
only feed. No acorns, no hogs. 


And while this is pretty rugged livestock raising, the fact stands 
out that most of us are not making the use of tree crops which 
we could through a little additional effort. I have tested the palat- 
ability of pods from the honey locust (the ordinary thorny fel- 
low) and have found that cattle, mules and hogs eat them readily. 
Russell Smith and John Hershey say they run as high in sugar 
content as 32 percent and Hershey says they will produce feed of 
equal value of 75 bushels of oats, per acre. 

Personally, I can think of nothing much nicer than a pasture 
made up of honey locusts (the thornless variety) upstairs and 
bluegrass and clover downstairs, with cattle or sheep getting their 
living from both. It would make front porch farming even more so.

from the’ States since I left there two months ago. This lack of correspondence is nobody's fault, 
of course, for nobody at home knew where I'd. be in the eight days it takes mail to get out here, 
and I certainly could not tell them, for I didn’t know myself.- In fact, thinking back, I have a hard 
time remembering just where I have been in the 40 days since the war began. we 


As I may have written, I was in Okinawa, 
putting the finishing touches on a magazine 
piece about the state of our defenses on that 
island when the war broke out. The word we 
got there was that military-wise, we couldn't 
hold Korea, and didn’t particularly care—still 
from the military standpoint, not the political— 
whether Korea was in Red hands or not, and 
were not going to do anything about the invasion. 


Acting on that information I went placidly 
on to Manila, where I was supposed to join the 
Seventh Fleet, take a pleasant cruise with them 
down to Hong Kong and Singapore, jump ship 
at their fartherest south point and go on to 
Australia to inquire of our good friends from 
Down Under just how they felt about the menace 
of the yellow man carrying a Red flag. 


When I got into Manila, about 2 o'clock 
of a rainy morning, I found that Mr. Truman 
had overruled his military men on the mat- 
ter of Korea, had decided that here was the 
place and now was the time to make our 
stand against Russian encroachment. 


The Fleet, which was supposed to be refuel- 
ing and refitting in Subic Bay, was gone. Gone 
so quickly and so secretly that nobody would 
even tell me in which direction they went. And, 
since by this time I had specific orders (from 
The Post) to get with the Fleet, I was in pretty 
After two days of getting 
nothing but a brush-off from the on-shore ad- 
miral in charge of our Nayal facility in the 
Philippines, I finally called on the U. S. amDas- 
sador for help—asking him to point out to the 
Navy that I did not represent Pravda or Isvestia, 
but a staid U. S. publication of somewhat con- 
servative bent. , 


This seemed to break the log jam, for at 2 
o’clock the next morning I got a phone call tell- 
ing me to report at Sangley Point where an air- 
plane would be waiting to take me to an un- 
known destination. I showed up there, bright- 
eyed and bushy-tailed, took off—and about two 
hours out the plane got a radio message order- 
ing it to return and put me off. : 

Something had gone snafu again, and I spent 
about 10 minutes trying to get the radio operator 
to transmit to the authorities back at Sangley 
my opinion of the Naval service and all its 
works. Then something else happened—what I 
don’t know—but we were ordered to turn 
around agdin and proceed to our original desti- 
nation. Which we did. Then, bless goodness,

They didn’t have bombs 
big enough to blow up bridges and rail yards, 
but they worked like the devil, and on the whole 
did a fine job of tearing up a t¢onsiderable 
amount of North Korean real estate. 


I came off the ships a week later with a 
tremendous respect for Navy aviation. They 
started flying in the early morning and they 
flew until after dark, coming back te the 
ship to refuel and rearm. 


I came off the ship a little teo optimistic 
about the course the war was going to take, I’m 
afraid. The facf that Russia didn’t take a poke 
at us with her subs, which were #1 around us, 
or with her’ planes, which were in ¢asy reach, 
made us all feel that she wasn’t going to jump — 
into this thing and make it a world war. 

And the fact that the North Koreans had no 
aircraft to speak of, and no AA protection 
around cities, indicated that her Russian backers 
had not believed that we would intervene, with 
planes and bombs.

May Hurt Child’s Nerves 


Our son was four years old and naturally left-handed, 
and our friends and relatives kept urging us to make him 
use his right hand.. We began to do so, and soon he was 


stuttering badly. 
Then we read in your column 
that forced use of the right hand 
in preference to the left in nat- 
urally left-handed children 
might cause stuttering, From 
that moment onward our son 
used whichever hand he want- 
ed, and his stuttering stopped 
in a little while. (D. L. M.) 
Just what I said about the ef- 
fect of forced right-handedness 
upon the left-handed child 
would take a tedious search of 
the filies to determine, but any- 
way the history in a great 
many instances is that the child 
begins to stutter soon after par- 
ents or teachers begin to 
“break” the child of the habit 
of using the left hand for such 
skilled or fine movements as 
writing, drawing pictures, 
painting etc.

impediment or not, tends to im- 
pair nervous stability.

The 
resulting paralysis involves the 
right side of the body, one or 
both extremities, depending on 
the extent of the hemorrhage. 
In cases where the capacity to 
write is impaired, along with

f he or she has had ambidex- 


recognized that paralysis, pare- 
sis or impaired use of muscles 
on one side responds better to a 
course of treatment which in- 
cludes regular supervised exer- 
cise of the corresponding mus- 
cles on the dnaffected side of 
the body.
